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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14 are currently pending in the instant application. 

I. Priority 

The instant application is a 371 of PCT/JP03/08478, filed on July 3, 2003 and 
claims priority to Foreign Application JAPAN 2002-194273, filed on July 3, 2002. 

II. Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on January 2.8, 2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement has been considered by the examiner. 

III. Restriction/Election 

A. Election: Applicant's Response 

Applicants 1 election with traverse of Group V in the reply filed on March 27, 
2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that: (1) the nonheterocyclic 
R 2 moieties should be rejoined within one group and the heterocyclic moieties should be 
rejoined within one group. 

All of the Applicants 1 arguments have been considered and have been found 
persuasive. The Examiner agrees to rejoin the heterocyclic R 2 moieties within one 
group and the nonheterocyclic R 2 moieties within another group relating to preparing the 
compounds of formula VII. The Applicants elected invention are claims 1 , 3-5 and 10- 
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14 wherein R 2 represents a substituted or unsubstituted aromatic heterocyclic group. 

Subject matter not encompassed by the elected invention are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142 (b), as being drawn to nonelected 
inventions. 



IV. Objections 



Claim Obiection-Non Elected Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14 are objected to as containing non-elected subject matter. To 
overcome this objection, Applicant should submit an amendment deleting the non- 
elected subject matter. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because for containing more than 
one paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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The closest prior art is US 20020128290 .
